This official fpeech addreffed by the government of 
France to that of the United States, thio’ its Viimit- 
ter, charges that government with condefcentions to 
the fuggeltions of its ancient tyrahts, fpéaks of the craf- 
ty careiles of certain perfidious perfons who meditate 
to bring back the iucceffors of Columbus, Raleigh and 
Penn to their ancient flavery. and defires the Minifter 
to affure, not his goverament, but the good people of 
America, that they will always have the elteem of 
France, and that they will find in the French people, 
that republican generofity which knows as well how to 
grant peace as to caufé its fovereignty to be refpected. 

That a Minifter fhould: carry any affurances from a 
foreign sovernment to the people of his nation, is as 
remarkable as the difference betWeem the manner in 
which his govérnment and his people ate addrefied 
His government are charged with eondefcentions to 
the fuggeftions of the ancient tyrants of his country 
but the people are to be affured of the perpetual efteem 
of France. ‘This efteem they are to weigh againft the 
crafty careffes of thofe perfidious perfons who meditate 
to bring them back to their former flavery. 

When this {fpeech thus addrefftd dire&ly to the go- 
vernment and people of the United States, in the face 
of Europe and the world, came to be confidered in 
connection’ with the wide fpreading devattation to which 
their cOmmerce was fubjected, with the crue! feverities 
practifed on their feamen, with the recall of the Min- 
ifter of France from the United States, and the very 
éxtraordindry manner in which that recall was fignined 
by him both to the povernment and people ; with the 
refufal even to hear the meffenger of peace, deputed 
from ‘he United States for the fole purpofe of cunci- 
liation—it could not fail to’make on the American 
mind a deep and a feridus impreffion. Ie was confider-

3- In no event is a treaty to be purchafed with mo- 
ney; by loan or otherwife ; there can be no fafety in a 
sreaty fo obtained. A Joan to the Republic, would 
violate our neutrality - and a douccur to the men now 
in power, might by their fucceffors be urged as a rea- 
fon for annulling the treaty, or as a precedent for fur- 
ther and repeated demands. 

It is proper to apprize yon, that a motion has been 
made in the Senate, and will doubtlefs be repeated ip 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives, to defire the Prefident 
to lay before them your Communications ; and he will 
probably be under the neceffity of doing it: only with- 
holding the two ‘names which you promifed fhould ia 
no event be made public,
